C I O Union Men Evacuate 
Meier & Pohlmann Furni- 
ture Co. After Agreement. 


Marching in military formation, 
with their own six-piece band blar- 
ing “Hail, Hail, the Gang’s All 
Here!” and an American flag fly- 
ing at their head, 225 sit-down 
strikers, who for 21 days had occu- 
pied the plant of the Meier & Pohl- 
mann Furniture Co., 1400 Palm 
street, evacuated it at 8:30 a. m. to- 
day under terms of an agreement 
reached: yesterday by representa- 
tives of their C I O union and the 
management. 

William Sentner, C I O organizer, 
said the agreement provided for a 


minimum wage of 40 cents an hour 


and higher scales based on piece 
work, making a 5 per cent increase 
in pay; recognition of the union, 
the Furniture Workers; as bargain- 
ing agency for the employes; time 


and a half for overtime and double 
time for Sundays and holidays; and |. 


a 54-hour week for 90 days, at the 


end of which working hours will de 


readjusted. 

After the first excitement of the 
strike died down, thé strikers kept 
possession of the plant in shifts of 
about 50 men each. When the 
agreement was reached yesterday, 
this force was reduced to 15, who 
remained in the plant last night. 
Dressed in their best clothes, all the 
other strikers gathered in the 
courtyard of the plant on the east 
side of Blair avenue, this morning, 
chattering and laughing, seeming 
happy that the strike wag ended. 

When the 15 inside the plant 
came into the courtyard, leaving 
the two factories in charge of a 
company foreman, Maurice Laski, 
president of their union chapter, 
gave the command to march, the 
tiny but enthusiastic band started 
up, and they swung out of the gate 
into Blair avenue in a column of 
fours, in fairly good order. The 
band, three trumpets, a trombone, 
snare-drum and a bass-drum, led 
off. Then came Laski and Robert 
Logsdon, C I O representative. Four 
girls followed, one carrying a large 
American flag. Ten policemen 
who stood on the sidewalk and a 
scattering of passersby were the 
spectators, 

They marched around the block. 
When they passed the company of- 
fices at the east side of the plant, 
on Fourteenth street, cheering 
broke out in the ranks, and the 
brass instruments, which had 
stopped playing, again blared an 
exultant “Hail, Hail.” None of the 
office force, which had not been on 
strike, came to the window to 
watch. Back at the Palm street 
gate, the band played “America,” 
and some of the workmen bared 
their heads. Then they disbanded 
to attend a union meeting at 320 
North Nineteenth street. 

No information could be ob- 
tained at the office as to when the 
plant will resume operation, but 
the union officers said they under- 
stood it vould be Monday.

The Senate Committee record

Sayre testified before the Senate 
Committee that the association sent 
“under-cover men” .and “special 
operatives” into plants of members, 
employed industrial spies, furnished 
employes to replace those on strike, 
and supplied private guards and 
strikebreakers for strike situations. 

Sayre Questioned by Thomas. 

Senator Elbert D. Thomas 
Dem.), Utah, referring to the as- 
sociation’s principle not “to deal 
with striking employes as a body,” 
asked Sayre, “How could you have 
any sort of collective action under 
that arrangement?”. Sayre replied 
that he thought that sentence was 
“ont of date.” 

Senator Thomas: “Would you go 
so far as to say that your declara- 
tion of principles should be modi- 
fied?” 

Sayre: “I should go so far as to 
say that I think it would be well. 
As a matter of fact, we have had it 
under consideration and have been 
reviewing it, going over our declar- 
ation of principles, constitution, and 
by-laws. Things get out of date as 
you go along, you know. But I do 
not want to be misunderstood by 
that as saying that I believe we 
would change it to the extent 
that we would fail to make a state- 
ment that we are in favor of the 
open shop.” 

Sayre testified that legal coun- 
sel for the association had advised 
that the Wagner law did not apply 
to employes in manufacturing 
plants in intrastate business. 


“Collective Action.” 
Referring to the by-laws provid- 
ing that members must notify the 
commissioner in case of “collective 
action,” on the part of employes, 
Sayre admitted under insistent 
questioning by Thomas that the 
purpose of the section was “to bring 
equitable action on the part of all 
members in a collective way 80 
that in case of real difficulties, a 
big strike, you have the employers 
organized in such a way to get the 
best kind of collective action imag- 
inable 5 
Thomas: Haven't you been 
more interested in keeping the 
employers on à collective- action 
basis than seeing that the employes 
get on a collective-action basis?” 
Sayre: “Yes; in that respect, that 
is correct.” 
The witness said later that what 
many of the members objected to 


in labor difficulties was “dealing 


with outside representatives of em- 
ployes, but was forced by Thomas 
to admit that the association in re- 
lation to its members was just as 
much as “outside representative,” 
as union agents were to employes. 
Control of Strike Policy. 

Sayre denied that in actual prac- 
tice the association reserved the 
“exclusive right,” to settle strikes 
of members, but admitted that. the 
member might be expelled if he set- 
tied a strike without consent of 
the administrative council of the 
association. He agreed with Chair- 
man La Follette that “the associa- 
tion also determines the nature of 
the measures to be taken to combat 
a strike.” 

La Follette: “The fact remains 
that members of your association 

who have subscribed to this con- 
stitution have agreed that in case 
of a strike, where your association 
comes in, that it should be under 
the exclusive control of the Nation- 
al Metal Traties Association or its 
duly authorized representatives; is 
that correct?” 

Sayre: “That is correct.”

To Call on Mayor. 

Louis Kimmel, welfare director 
for the electrical strikers, who is 
in charge of the relief station 
pickets, said a committee would call 
upon Mayor Dickmann today to 
urge him to induce the St, Louis 
Citizens’ Relief Committee to extend 
aid. 

The strikers are demanding that 
relief be given only on the basis 
of neeti, that representatives of or- 
ganized labor and “the unem- 
ployed” be appointed to the relief 


committee, and that the present re- 


lief committee be removed if it per- 
sists in its policy of refusing relief 
to strikers. This policy was adopted 
during the recent strike at the St. 
Louis Chevrolet-Fisher Body plant. 


In formulating their demands the 
strikers called attention to the ac- 
tion of State Relief Administrator 
Wallace Crossley yesterday in ask- 
ing the local committee to abandon 
its policy of refusing aid to needy 
strikers, saying the State “draws 
no lines as to the causes respon- 
sible for destitution.” 

William C. Connett, chairman of 
the committee, who has called a 
meeting for this afternoon to con- 
sider the matter, said that the 
State administrator made no sug- 
gestion as to how funds could be 
obtained to supply additional re- 
lief. If the immediate demands of 
the present number of strikers were 
to be met, he said, it would require, 
from $20,000 to $25,000 additional 
funds. 

Funds Only for Those on Rolls. 

Funds are only available, Con- 
nett said, to take care of about 
35,000 persons now on relief until 
April 12. About. 60 per cent of 
those on the rolls, he continued, 
are classed as unemployables. 

Referring to the poiicy of not ex- 
tending aid to strikers, Connett 
said that it would be “impossible to 
create a reservoir of extra funds to 
meet sudden demands of large num- 
bers of strikers.” He pointed out 
that relief financing and distribu- 
tion must be planned on a long-time 
basis with the primary view of 
taking care of the man who can't 
get work. 

Even if the committee were 
financially able to afford relief to 
strikers, Connett said, it would be 
“a poor policy to do so” because 


it might create antagonism which | 


would result in the withdrawal of 
public support necessary to the 
functioning of relief. 

“Public support may be obtained 
to aid the jobless,” Connett said, 
“but not to engage in controversies. 
At any rate, the present situation 
may be likened to the old rhyme 
about Old Mother Hubbard, who 
went to the cupboard to find her 
poor dog a bone. There's no bone 
there, that’s all. Nothing can be 
done about it.”

The “report to the stockholders” 
distributed. among householders as 
a campaign document for Mayor 
Dickmann was called “a mass of 
misinformation: and deliberate de- 
ception” by Oliver T. Remmers, Re- 
publican nominee fox Mayor, in his 
addresses last night.

The sur- 
facing of the lot has not been com- 
pleted because of the unwillingness 
of the haulers to carry out their 
part of the proposal, city officials 
said. N

HINDUS BEGIN STRIKE. 
AGAINST CONSTITUTION 


Independence Adherents Dem- 
onstrate in Calcutta As- 
semblies Take Office.

CALCUTTA, India, April 1—Con- 
fronted by a general strike, India’s 


corps of police and soldiery was 
held in readiness today to put 
down any violent opposition to 
semi-autonomy in 11 legislative 
provinces. 

The new constitution for India, 
which Nationalists oppose as not 
giving them enough independence, 
went into effect today. 

All commodity markets were 
closed, along with numerous shops 
and mills. Nationalist newspapers 
suspended publication. 

Processions of adherents of the 
Congress party, the organization 
demanding complete independence, 
marched through the Calcutta busi- 
ness district, carrying their party’s 
tricolor flag. 

They halted in front of Huropean 
shops and banks and yelled a bitter 
refrain: “Boycott the Constitution! 
Boycott the Constitution!” 

Others wearing black arm bands 
rode on bicycles through other 
parts of the city, shouting anti-con- 
stitution: slogans. 

The majority of shops were closed 
in. Delhi, where a big procession, 
including several Congress party 
leaders, was held. 

Twenty-five persons were arrest- 
ed there and six in Bombay on 
charges of obstructing traffic. By 
mid-afternoon, however, there were 
no reports of violence. 

The Congress party called the 
“hartal” or passive work stoppage

The official Italian statement was 
made by Count Odoardo Dino Al- 
fieri, the Fascint Minister of Press 
and Propaganda, to all the foreign 
correspondents assembled in a spe- 
cial meeting to discuss what Alfieri 
called an intensification of the anti- 
Italian campaign in the interna- 
tional press. ' 

Answers Several Questions. 

After discussing Italy’s complete 
indifference to the “press campaign 
of villification,” Alfieri said he 
would dispose once and for all of 
several questions asked recently by 
foreign journalists. The questions 
and answers he cited follow: 

Q. Is it true that new ‘prepara- 
tions are being made for the dis- 
patch of volunteers to Spain? A. 
There is no truth in this: it can be 
categorically denied. The instruc- 
tions issued regarding the departure 
of volunteers have been and will be 
rigorously observed in Italy. No 
divisions or detachments are ready 
to leave for Spain. 

Q. What is the attitude of Italy 
in the face of the present Spanish 
situation? A. The Italian attitude 
is unchanged and remains as before 
—that is, based upon non-interven- 
tion and control, in accordance with 
the rulings of the London Commit- 
tee. But these rulings and decisions 
must have a general character in 
their application. If other countries 
and powers continue to send de- 
tachments of volunteers to Spain, 
thus .contradicting openly pledges 
assumed and intentions declared, 
the Italian Government must re- 
examine its own position. It is im- 
‘possible to conceive that restrictive 
measures could be applied only by 
one side to the advantages of forces 
which aim at the bolshevizing of 
Spain. 

Opinion on Spanish Situation. 

Q. What is the opinion of Italy 
on the Spanish situation? A. This 
question is at least as complex as 
the complexity of the Spanish situa- 
tion.

Why did not the court overrule the Adkins de- 
cision when the New York case was presented last 
June? What happened to cause a 5-to-4 majority 
against the New York law to be transformed into a 
5-to-4 majority in favor of the Washington State 
law? On what ground did Justice Roberts, whose 
vote created the new majority in the court, support 
the Washington law after he had gone against the 
other? 

The answers become clear when the proceedings 
in the two cases are studied. The New York stat- 
ute was defended before the court as one that was 
vitally unlike the statute which had been killed in the 
Adkins case. The petitioners in the case, the New 
York Attorney-General and his associates, relied upon 
this contention and did not ask for a re-examination.

This court confines itself 
to the ground upon which the writ (of certiorari) 
was asked or granted. ... Here the review granted 
was no broader than that sought by the petitioner. 
. - - He is not entitled and does not ask to be heard 
upon the question whether the Adkins case should be 
overruled.” 

So the majority of the Supreme Court, taking the 
view that the Adkins case was controlling and that 
the court was precluded from reopening it, accepted 
the finding which the New York Court of Appeals 
had based on that case and declared the New York 
law unconstitutional. 

7 = * 

In the Washington case, the State Supreme Court 
(to quote Chief Justice Hughes again) “refused to 
regard the decision in the Adkins case as determina- 
tive,” and thereby put the question of the sound- 
ness of that decision squarely up to the Supreme 
Court, “We are of the opinion,” said the Chief Jus- 
tice, “that this ruling of the State court demands on 
our part a re-examination of the Adkins case.” This 
view of the matter prevailed by a vote of 5 to 4, the 
Adkins decision was re-examined, the decision re- 
versed and the Washington statute upheld. 

The tourt’s action in the Washington case gives 
no least warrant for the inference that it has bowed 
its head before the presidential blasts. It has re- 
versed itself in a matter which has provoked, and 
still provokes, sharp differences within the court. In 
comparable circumstances, it has reversed itself be- 
fore and it will reverse itself again. In the present 
instance, it has discarded ‘a confusing and trouble- 
making precedent and got back, as we believe; on 
the right track with respect to legislation of the 
kind in question. This it has done in fulfillzaent of 
a proper function of this and of all courts. 

“Stare decisis (let the decision stand),” Justice 
Brandeis has written, is not a universal, inexorable 
command. . . The court bows to the lessons of ex- 
perience and the force of better reasoning, recogniz- 
ing that the process of trial and error, so fruitful] in 
the physical sciences, is appropriate also jn the ju- 
dicial function.” 

* * — 

It is being said the court's reversal of itself on 
minimum-wage legislation must embarrass those 
who believe in “blind acceptance” of the court’s deci- 
sions. Senator Robinson made some such thrust 
the other day in attacking those who oppose the 
court-packing plan. Assertions of that sort hardly 
deserve an answer. No intelligent person has held 
that the court is sacrosanct. There is scarcely a 
leader in the fight against the packing scheme who 
has not at some time or other been a sharp critic of 
the court’s findings. The decision in the New York 
minimum-wage case brought a flood of criticism from 
conservative and liberal thinkers alike. 

We were among those who thought the decision 
highly unfortunate. We said so at the time. We 
said it antagonized a great and growing body of en- 
lightened public opinion, and we called attention to 
the fact that it went counter to the evenly-divided 
finding by which the court 19 years earlier had sus- 
tained the Oregon minimum-wage law. We think

Traffic Will be Routed Over New |

be closed for repairs for from two 
tu four mont beginning June 1. 
the State Hizhway Department in- 
formed Guy ©. Motley, chairman 
of the St. Charles Highway and 
Bridge Committee today. 

While the bridge is closed, traf- 
fic to St. Charles will be routed 
over the new bridge at Willow 
Springs, St. Charles County, seven 
miles southwest of St. Charles, 
which will carry the new super- 
highway across the Missouri. That 
bridge is scheduled to be opened 
June 1, : 

A new floor will be laid on the 
St. Charles bridge. The west ap- 
proach, which has been a bottle- 
neck causing traffic congestion, 
will be widened, and a new east 
approach will be built.

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The measure was offered by Rep- 


resentative Edgar J. Keating of 
Kansas City, who said he was in- 
troducing it at the request of rep- 
resentatives of organized labor in 
Missouri. It is sponsored also by 
29 other representatives. 

The bill makes it unlawful to em- 
ploy women or minors in any in- 
dustry within the State “under con- 
ditions of labor detrimental to their 
health and morals,” and “at wages 
which are not adequate for their 
maintenance.” 

If passed, the measure would cre- 
ate an Industrial Welfare Commis- 
sion, which would be empowered to 
inquire into and establish minimum 


ditions for such’ persons. In as- 
cértaining these facts, the commis- 
sion would have the authority to 
examine all books, records and pay- 
rolis of any firm or corporation 
hiring women and minors. 

If after an investigation the com- 
mission finds in any industry, trade 
or occupation that the wages are 
inadequate and working conditions 
are unsatisfactory, it is authorized 
to call a conference of representa- 
tives of the employers, workers and 
the public to consider the matter. 
The conference would be empow- 
ered to recommend minimum wages 
and standard working conditions in 
that industry, although the com- 
mission would not have to accept 
the recommendations. 

All questions of fact would be de- 
termined by the commission and no 
appeal could be taken from its de- 
cisions. The right to appeal on 
questions of law is granted. 

Violation of the minimum wages 
and standard working conditions es- 
tablished would be adjudged a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by a fine not 
to exceed $100 for each offense. 
The woman employes if paid less 
than the legal minimum wage 
would be entitled to recover by suit 
the balance owed them, notwith- 
any agreement they 
might have made to work for 
smaller wages. 

While the time for filing House 
bills expired March 2, Keating ob- 
tained the consent of the House to 
introduce the measure. The con- 
sent was granted before the title 
of the bill was read. 


3 CONVICTED OF DEFRAUDING 
STOCKHOLDERS OF $91,000 


Two Sentenced in Operations of 
Defunct Business. Analytical 
Concern in New York. 

By the Assogiated Press, 

NEW YORK, April 1.—A Federal 
Court jury convicted three indi- 
viduals and the National Business 
Analytical Corporation of mail 
fraud last night, 

A fourth defendant, William W. 
Lee of Anderson, Ind., was ac- 
quitted. Convicted were Russell 
Griffith of Los Angeles, Charles M. 
Gane of Philadelphia, and Chester 
E. Cornock of Milton, Mass. 

Judge Vincent L. Liebell sen- 
tenced Griffith to two years on 
each of 16 counts, the sentences to 
run concurrently. Gane received 
concurrent sentences of six months 
on each of the 16 counts, and Cor- 
nock. was given a suspended sen- 
tence of a year and a day and was 
placed on probation for two years. 
The corporation, now defunct, was 
fined $100 on each of the counts, 
the Judge remarking the sentence 
was “just an idle gesture.” The 
prosecutor charged the three ob- 
tained about $91,000 from stock- 
holders of Steinmetz Electrical 
Motor Corporation, ‘Continental Clay 
Corporation, Service Appliance 
Corporation, Commonwealth Hotel 
Construction Corporation, and the 
Earl Radio Corporation by fraud.

Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann car- 
ried his campaign, for re-election 
into the downtown and central 
wards fast night, still caimly dis- 
cussing his record in office, and 
leaving to subordinate speakers in 
h.s behalf the task of speaking on 
issues raised by Oliver T. Remmers, 

his Republican opponent. 

His prepared speech, delivered 
over the radio between meetings, 


was devoted to the, record of the 
Department of Public Utilities, 
which, he said, had saved $2,646,018 
in the last foun, years as compared 
with the cost of bperating the de- 
partment during the previous Re- 
publican administration. 

He recalled how Edward E. Wall, 
Director of Public Utilities, had 
been dismissed by Mayor Victor J.

| EVE done it again—started 
more than we can finish. Hith- 
erto, such lapses haven't par- 
ticularly cramped our style. But 
this particular problem is so far- 
reaching. : 
Here’s how it started: YOUNG 
AMERICA has been discussing 
some lively, current topic in this 
column. This has resulted in some 
red hot word rodeos, mostly center- 
ing around JOBS—how, when and 
if an ambitious young person can 
connect with one. 


Reasonable and natural questions. 
You and I asked ‘em, too, when 
we. were 17. Usually solved them 
by Delivering Groceries on Satur- 
days for Old Man Jones ... or 
minding Mrs. Higgins’ baby after 
school. 

But nowadays such simple solu- 
tions no longer t. -People, un- 
der the Machine don't live in 
neighborly little communities, doing 
friendly little chores. They're 
jammed, mostly, in vast, indifferent 
centers where no one gives a par- 
ticular hoot what happens to a 
dreaming 18-year-old girl. a- 
rarin’-to-go 18-year-old boy. 

So, little by little, Uncle Sam has 
stepped into the picture—begun to 
look after the hopeless old folk, the 
helpless ‘young ones, calling such 
service “SOCIAL SECURITY.” That 
ideal sounded so good to one 
YOUNG AMERICAN that she came 
forward with the following plan— 


“IF OLD PEOPLE NEED SO- 
CIAL SECURITY AID, WHY NOT 
THE YOUNG ONES? Aren’t we, 
whose lives haven’t yet begun, as 
worth saving as those whose lives 
are nearly over? 


“Here are millions of us, all over 
the country, crazy to work but with 
no job available. Without jobs we 
can’t marry—can’t make a place 
for ourselves in the world—can’t be 
of any use to ourselves or anyone 
else. 


“But, even more than a job. most 
of us need to know what we're fitted 
to do. Need a chance to experi- 
ment with different kinds of work; 
for, chances are, we may spoil ev- 
erything by making the wrong start 
or waiting too long for the right 
one show up. 


“But, generally speaking, our 
parents can’t afford to have us loaf- 
ing around after we graduate, try- 
ing our hands at this or that. SO

“I don’t mean a dole, nor real 
union wages. Just enough for one 
year, to keep us from starving 
while we are looking around, trying 
to discover what we can or can't 
do. Wouldn’t Federal subsidy like 
that when we are young—before 
we become industrial misfits, crim- 
inals or bums—be better than 
spending tax money for bread lines 
or jails when we are older?’

may be wrong but”—— and then 
proceed from there and if, in the 
end, you turn out to be the one 
who's wrong, his advice is “admit 
it quickly and emphatically.” 

The friendly approach is another 
point that Carnegie emphasizes in 
his outline of how to win people to 
your way of thinking. 

“If a man’s heart is rankling with 
discord and ill feeling toward you, 
you can’t win him to your way of 
thinking with all the logic in Chris- 
tendom,” he insists. “Scolding par- 
ents and domineering bosses and 
husbands and nagging wives ought 
to realize that people don’t want to 
change their minds. They can’t be 
forced or driven to agree with you 
or me. But they may possibly be 
led to, if we are gentle and friendly, 
ever so gentle and ever so friendly. 

“Lincoln said that, in effect, al- 
most a hundred years ago. Here 
are his words: 


“Tt ig an old and true maxim 
“that a drop of honey cajfches more 
flies than a gallon of gall.” So with 
men, if you would win a man to 
your cause, first convince him that 
you are his sincere friend. Therein 
is a drop of honey that catches his 
heart; which, say what you will, is 
the great high road to his reason.’” 

Next Carnegie suggests the em- 
ployment of the “Socratic method” 
when you are trying to influence 
someone—that is, gathering an arm- 
ful of yesses out of the other fel- 
low before launching into your side 
of the argument. And, says Car- 
negie, if you can ask questions that 
your opponent must answer with 
“yes,” half the battle is won. You 
then have him in what is known as 
the “yes, yes” frame of mind and 
he will be apt to agree with most 
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anything you contend. 

“Socrates, the gadfly of Athens,’ 
was a brilliant old boy in spite of 
the ict that he went barefooted 
and married a girl of 19 when he 
was baldheaded and 40,” writes the 
author in describing the “Socratic 
method.” “He did something that 
only a handful of men in all history 
have been able to do; he sharply 
changed the whole course of human 
thought; and now, 23 centuries after 
his death, he is honored as one of 
the wisest persuaders who ever in- 
fluenced this wrangling world. 


“His method? Did he tell people 
they were wrong? Oh, no, not 
Socrates. He was far too adroit 
for that. His whole technique, now 
called the ‘Socratic method,’ was 
based upon getting a ‘yes, yes’ re- 
sponse. He asked questions with 
which his opponent would have to 
agree. He kept on winning one ad- 
mission after the other and he kept 
on asking questions until finally, 
almost without realizing it, his op- 
ponent found himself embracing a 
conclusion that he would have bit- 
terly denied a few minutes pre- 
viously.” 
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Another of Carnegie’s rules for 
winning people to your way of 
thinking is: Let the other man do a 
great deal of the talking. None of 
us, he points out, has much to brag 
about. 

“We ought to be modest,” he says, 
“for neither you nor I amount to 
much. Both of us will pass on and 
be completely forgotten a century 
from now. Life is tov short to bore 
other people with talk of our petty 
accomplishments. Let's encourage 
them to talk instead. Come to think 
about it, you haven’t much to brag 
about anyhow. Do you know what 
keeps you from becoming an idiot? 
Not much. Only a nickel’s worth of 
iodine in your thyroid glands. If a 
physician were to open the thyroid 
gland in your neck and take out a 
little iodine, you would become an 
idiot. A little iodine that can be 
bought at a corner drug store for 
five cents is all that stands between 
you and an institution for the men- 
tally ill. A nickel’s worth of iodine! 
That isn’t much to be boasting 
about, is it?” 

Be sympathetic with the other 
person’s ideas and desires, is an- 


other of Carnegie’s rules. He in- 
sists that you can soften the most 
cantankerous old cuss alive by say- 
ing, “I don’t blame you one iota 
for feeling as you do. If I were 
you, I should undoubtedly feel just 
as you do.” And, says the author, 
none of us deserves much credit for 
what we are—a thought to keep in 
mind when you're blaming some- 
body for not seeing eye to eye with 
you. 


“The only reason, for example, 
that you are not a rattlesnake is 
that your mother and father weren’t 
rattle es,” Carnegie points out. 
“The only reason you don’t kiss 
cows and consider snakes holy is 
because you weren’t born in a 
Hindu family on the banks of the 
Brahmaputra. 

“You deserve very little credit 
for being what you are—and re- 
member, the man who comes to you 
irritated, bigoted, unreasoning, de- 
serves very little discredit for be- 
ing what he is. Feel sorry for the 
poor devil. Pity him. Sympathize 
with him. Say to yourself what 
John Wesley used to say when he 
saw a drunken bum staggering 
down the street: ‘There, but for the 


' grace of God, go I.’” 
* a a 


LL of Carnegie's rules have been 
A2 and tested by members of 

the classes that he has conducted 
for years in publis speaking, sales- 
manship, human relations and ap- 
plied psychology. And in “How to 
Win Friends and Influence People” 
he has incorporated many of the ex- 
periences of his pupils. Carnegie’s 
first venture into the business of 
making orators of business men 
was many years agu when he per- 
suaded the F. M. C. A. in New York 
to allow him to conduct a course 
in public speaking. Today his 
book, “Public Speaking and Influ- 
encing Men in Business,” is the 
official text of all T. M. C. A’s 
and also of the American Bankers’ 
Association and the National Credit 
Men’s Association. ’ 

Of his latest book, “How to Win 
Friends and Influence people,” Car- 
negie says: 

“Dealing with people is probably 
the biggest problem you face. To 
illustrate: Investigation and re- 
search made a few years ago under 
the auspices of the Carnegie Foun- 
dation uncovered a most important 


and significant fact—a fact later 


confirmed by additional studies 
made at the Carnegie Institute of 
Technology. These investigations 
revealed that even in such technical 
lines as engineering, about 15 per 


cent of one’s financial success is/. 


due to one’s technical knowledge 


and 85 per cent is due to skill in 


human engineering—to personality 
and the ability to lead people.” 
And in “How to Win Friends and 
Influence People” he has 337 pages 
of advice on how to make yourself 
an expert in human engineering.

BERLIN, April 1—The Nazi 
Government is preparing to give to 
the German people a new concep- 
tion of property rights, differing 
radicaily from the ideas of ortho- 
dox capitalism, Roland Freisler, 
State Secretary in the Justice Min- 
istry disclosed last night. 

New civil laws are in process of 
codification and in them “there 
will be no need and no room” for 
“abstract rights of property,” es- 
pecially with respect to land, 
Freisler said in an article in a law 
magazine, “German Common and 
Economic Law.” 

After describing changes in pro- 
cess Freisler said from these it 
could be seen that the Nazi inter- 
ests gradually would be introduced 
and applied to all spheres of human 
activities within the Reich, until 
the former conceptions of civil law 
would disappear wholly. 

This legal authority said new 
conceptions would govern inherit- 
ance. Under new laws such pas- 
sage of property will be governed 
by considerations of property, which 
may be either of blood relation- 
ship or of occupation relationship. 
Thus a distant relative would have 
less chance of inheriting industrial 
property than a worker who had 
3 the original owner develop 
t. 

All Law Not Being Overhauled. 

The changes in prospect, Freisler 
explained, do not mean that the en- 
tire civil law is being overhauled 
with special emphasis on property 
rights. They merely will be a 
gradual application of new con- 
ceptions of workers’ rights, peas- 
ant’s rights and rights of other 
classes, 

The new laws, Freisler wrote, in 
many respects already are in full 
operation, as exemplified by the 
hereditary farm laws, labor laws 


on a 3 status from other 
Germans regard to property 
rights. The German people gradual- 
ly are being prepared for accept- 
ance of the Nazis principles of 
property. 

The writer pointed out that the 
Nazi system of hereditary farm is 
establishing a new conception of 
the relationship of the farmer to 
the land he tills, just as the Nurn- 
berg racial laws egtablished a new 
conception of citizenship, exclud- 
ing Jews from full participation. 

Some Ohanges Not Yet Law. 

In the same way new laws are 
establishing a modern relationship 
between workers and their factories. 
between workers and their dwell- 
ings and also between the people 
generally and such property as 
mineral resources, rivers and 
canals. Some of these changes re- 
main to be made into laws, the 
writer said. 

Freisler said the Nazi Govern- 
ment had no intention of interfer- 
ing with the rights of farmers 
to possess their land but aimed 
rather “to guarantee the peasantry 
its status within the state.”

HINDUS BEGIN STRIKE

Independence Adherents Dem- 
onstrate in Calcutta—As- 
semblies Take Office.

CALCUTTA, India, April 1.—Con- 
fronted by a general strike, India’s

The new constitution for India, 
which Nationalists oppose as not 
giving them enough independence, 
went into effect today.

The majority of shops were closed 
in. Delhi, where a big procession, 
including several Congress party 
leaders, was held. 

Twenty-five persons were arrest- 
ed there and six in Bombay on 
charges of obstructing traffic. By 
mid-afternoon, however, there were 
no reports of violence. 

The Congress party called the 
“hartal” or passive work stoppage

ROME, April 1—The Spanish 
crisis became somewhat more grave 
yesterday when the Italian press 
office declared formally that “if 
other countries continue to send 
detachments of volunteers to Spain, 
Italy must re-examine her posi- 
tion.“ 

This statement might endanger, 
it was said in diplomatic circles, the 
agreement against further troops 
entering Spain, which went into 
force on Feb. 20 and to which Italy 
was a party. Should this engage 
ment by the interested nations 
break down, even before the system 
of control which was designed to 
enforce it becomes operative, the 
Spanish war would become a major 
crisis, not only for Italy, but for all 
Europe. ) 

The official Italian statement was 
made by Count Odoardo Dino Al- 
fieri, the Fascint Minister of Press 
and Propaganda, to all the foreign 
correspondents assembled in a spe- 
cial meeting to discuss what Alfieri 
called an intensification of the anti- 
Italian campaign in the interna- 
tional press. . ; 

Answers Several Questions. 

After discussing Italy’s complete 
indifference to the “press campaign 
of villification,” Alfieri said he 
would dispose once and for all of 
several questions asked recently by 
foreign journalists. The questions 
and answers he cited follow: 

Q. Is it true that new ‘prepara- 
tions are being made for the dis- 
patch of volunteers to Spain? A. 
There is no truth in this; it can be 
categorically denied. The instruc- 
tions issued regarding the departure 
of volunteers have been and will be 
rigorously observed in Italy. No 
divisions or detachments are ready 
to leave for Spain. 

Q. What is the attitude of Italy 
in the face of the present Spanish 
situation? <A. The Italian attitude 
is unchanged and remains as before 
—that is, based upon non-interven- 
tion and control, in accordance with 
the rulings of the London Commit- 
tee. But these rulings and decisions 
must have a general character in 
their application. If other countries 
and powers continue to send de- 
tachments of volunteers to Spain, 
thus .contradicting openly pledges 
assumed and intentions declared, 
the Italian Government must re- 
examine its own position. It is im- 
possible to conceive that restrictive 
measures could be applied only by 
one side to the advantages of forces 
which aim at the bolshevizing of 
Spain. 

Opinion on Spanish Situation. 

Q. What is the opinion of Italy 
on the Spanish situation? A. This 
question is at least as complex as 
the complexity of the Spanish situa- 
tion. The war by now would have 
been finished for the good of Spain 
if from the beginning there had 
been respected and put in force the 
measures proposed by Italy—meas- 
ures which other countries, aiming 
at the boldhevization of Spain, 
recommended only when those 
powers saw the failure of their con- 
crete and still persisting interven- 
tion. 

Q. Does Italy, in the face of this 
situation, intend strictly to observe 
the decisions of the Nan-Interven- 
tion Committee? A. Italy has the 
greatest will to observe the de- 
cisions of the Non-Intervention 
Committee as long as they are ob- 
served by other rs. 

Finally, Alfieri deplored mention 
in the anti-Italian press of “a sec- 
ond Caporetto”—a comparison of 
the recent rout of Italian forces at 
Guadalajara, in Spain, to the dis- 
astrous World War defeat of the 
Italians by the Austrians and Ger- 
mans in the battle of Caporetto. 
In this engagement, fought north 
of Venice on the River Piave, in 
October and November of 1917, the 
Italian armies lost 320,000 in killed, 
wounded and missing, the number 
of prisoners being estimated at

000.

France announced it will build 
1500 planes in 1937 to reinforce 
the 3000 to 4000 first line fight- 
ing craft it now possesses. How 
many planes Great Britain will 


build was not disclosed by the Air 
Ministry but it is estimated that 
1750 were delivered in the last 
fiscal year, just the start of a 
drive to have 2600 first line planes 
in the air by the spring of 1939. 
In Britain, today is the start of 
a fiscal year which will break 
peacetime records for military ex- 
penditure on aircraft. Today marks 
the end of the second year of the 
intensive drive to equal German 
rearmament in the air. The Air 
Ministry announced the British air 
strength stood at 1778 first line 
planes in actual service: 1280 for 
home defense; 278 stationed over- 
seas; and 220 assigned to the fleet. 

Since last midnight in France, 
all factories making war materials 
have been the property of the Gov- 
ernment, taken over under the na- 
tionalization program intended to 
keep the French air force the most 
powerful in the world. 

With 20 of the 25 major French

ITH due reverence and sincerity, J 

thank God for sparing me to hear 
fall from the lips of Senator Glass of Vir- 
‘ginia one of the greatest speeches ever 
delivered by an American in the history 
of our beloved country.

Why did not the court overrule the Adkins de- 
cision when the New York case was presented last 
June? What happened to cause a 5-to-4 majority 
against the New York law to be transformed into a 
5-to-4 majority in favor of the Washington State 


law? On what ground did Justice Roberts, whose 


vote created the new majority in the court, support 
the Washington law after he had gone against the 
other? 

The answers become clear when the proceedings 
in the two cases are studied. The New York stat- 
ute was defended before the court as one that was 
vitally unlike the statute which had been killed in the 
Adkins case. The petitioners in the case, the New 
York Attorney-General and his associates, relied upon 


this contention and did not ask for a re-examination. 


of the Adkins case. In the words of the majority 
opinion in the New York case: “The validity of the 
principles upon which that (the Adkins) decision 
rests is not challenged. This court confines itself 
to the ground upon which the writ (of certiorari) 
was asked or granted. ... Here the review granted 
was no broader than that sought by the petitioner. 
. -. He is not entitled and does not ask to be heard 
upon the question whether the Adkins case should be 
overruled.” 

So the majority of the Supreme Court, taking the 
view that the Adkins case was controlling and that 
the court was precluded from reopening it, accepted 
the finding which the New York Court of Appeals 
had based on that case and declared the New York 
law unconstitutional. 

— * 7 

In the Washington case, the State Supreme Court 
(to quote Chief Justice Hughes again) “refused to 
regard the decision in the Adkins case as determina- 
tive,” and thereby put the question of the sound- 
ness of that decision squarely up to the Supreme 
Court. “We are of the opinion,” said the Chief Jus- 
tice, “that this ruling of the State court demands on 
our part a re-examination of the Adkins case.” This 
view of the matter prevailed by a vote of 5 to 4, the 
Adkins decision was re-examined, the decision re- 
versed and the Washington statute upheld. 

The tourt’s action in the Washington case gives 
no least warrant for the inference that it has bowed 
its head before the presidential blasts. It has re- 
versed itself in a matter which has provoked, and 
still provokes, sharp differences within the court. In 
comparable circumstances, it has reversed itself be- 
fore and it will reverse itself again. In the present 
instance, it has discarded a confusing and trouble- 
making precedent and got back, as we believe; on 
the right track with respect to legislation of the 
kind in question, This it has done in fulfillment of 
a proper function of this and of all courts. 

“Stare decisis (let the decision stand),” Justice 
Brandeis has written, “is not a universal, inexorable 
command. ... The court bows to the lessons of ex- 
perience and the force of better reasoning, recogniz- 
ing that the process of trial ‘and error, so fruitful] in 
the physical sciences, is appropriate also In the ju- 
dicial function.”

It is being said the court's reversal of itself on 


minimum-wate legislation must embarrass those 


who believe in “blind acceptance” of the court’s deci- 
sions. Senator Robinson made some such thrust 
the other day in attacking those who oppose the 
court-packing plan. Assertions of that sort hardly 
deserve an answer. No intelligent person has held 
that the court is sacrosanct. There is scarcely a 


leader in the fight against the packing scheme who 


has not at some time or other been a sharp critic of 
the court’s findings. The decision in the New York 
minimum-wage case brought a flood of criticism from 
conservative and liberal thinkers alike. 

We were among those who thought the decision 
highly unfortunate. We said so at the time. We 
said it antagonized a great and growing body of en- 
lightened public opinion, and we called attention to 
the fact that it went counter to the evenly-divided 
finding by which the court 19 years earlier had sus- 
tained the Oregon minimum-wage law. We think 
it regrettable that the court did not do last June 
what a minority of four thought it should do, and 
what it has now done. But we cannot follow the 
line of thought that sees in the court's reversal of 
itself on the minimum-wage question an argument for 
the President’s scheme to pack the court,

They can no longer 
stomach the selling out of their country for the mili- 
tary aid of Berlin and Rome, whose willing help can 
bode no good for the future independence of Spain. 

The Spanish people’s resistance against Fascism 
and their bitter fight for democracy set a stirring 
example for the world. Franco’s claims that he stands 
for righteousness and order are shown to be mere 
pretense by the revolt of his own former followers 
against his endeavors to create a Fascist Spain. 
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PARTISANSHIP VS. REASON. 

Mr. Nolte’s 20-year record as Comptroller was re- 
viewed in the Post-Dispatch yesterday.

HIS is written, at sea. Europe recedes 

into the distance and America is just

Looking backward before the waves dissolve 
into the sharp outline of New York, some 
things stick out in the whirl of unassorted 
impressions printed on mind during the 
hurried round from capital to capital. 

The first is a series of figures, of key men

—Mussolini, Hitler, Benes, Schuschnigg. 
Blum, Baldwin, Van Zeeland—these men 
look a little like caricatures of themselves 
in a mummers’ parade. 

The truth is, of course, that they cannot 
be divorced from their context or the cir- 
cumstances that created them. Allowing for 
the largest qualifications, all are curiously, 
almost grotesquely, typical of the nations 
they represent. Some sublimate the genius 
of a people; others are instruments of prim- 
itive national emotions. Therein lies their 
power and the significance of what goes on 
in their minds, 

Of them all, Mussolini’s seems the busiest 
mind, flashing, vigorous, on the surface the 
most direct and accessible, the mind of the 
headline writer spread over countless col- 
ums of very small type. Hitler’s depths are 
on the surface; as mind, he is remote and 
baffling, a primitive force alternating be- 
tween storms and lull, like the movements 
of this sea.

These decisions do not, of course, 
imply that all the powers the Presi- 
dent would like to exercise can be 
found in the present Constitution. 
But they do indicate that the pres- 
ent court is prepared to re-examine 
in a liberal spirit many invalidated 
laws if they are revised in good 
faith by competent men who re- 
spect the Constitution. That is all 
that the Democratic platform asked 
or expected of the court.

Visit to Annapolis. 

An inspection trip to the United 
States naval academy at Annapolis, 
Md., was made by Lord Tweedsmuir 
today. A parade of the regiment 
of midshipmen was arranged in his 
honor. 

In a brief speech, Lord Tweeds- 
muir told the midshipment that the 
British and American navies were 
united in the same purpose — the 
preservation of liberty and peace.“ 

“Every addition to your navy is 
an extra addition to the security 
of the world,” he said. He recalled 
that more than a century ago the 
two countries had “some very re- 
gretable differences of opinion.” 
“But whether we were antagonists 
or allies,” he continued, “I think 
we always respected each other.” 

Returning to Washington in time 
for luncheon. at the British em- 
bassy, he was invited to visit the 
Capitol to receive the greetings of 
congressional leaders and to ob- 
serve Congress in session. 

Secretary Perkins was hostess at 
a luncheon for Lady Tweedsmuir 
and Mrs. Roosevelt. 

A tea will be the final affair at 
the White House for the Canadian 
visitors before they go to a dinner 
given in their honor by Sir Herbert 
Marler, the Canadian Minister, at 
his legation. From there Lord and 
Lady Tweedsmuir will board their 
special train tonight for the return 
trip to Ottawa. — 

Visits Mount Vernon. 

Lord Tweedsmuir made a motor- 
water trip early last evening to 
the home of George Washington at 
Mount Vernon, Va. The ‘President 
had motored to Mount Vernon to 
meet his guest, who traveled by car 
and on board the U. S. S. Potomac, 
the presidential yacht. Lord 
Tweedsmuir laid a wreath at the 
tomb of Washington. 

Before the Mount Vernon trip the 
Governor-General submitted to a 
press interview in the President’s 
private office; visited Fort Myer, 
Va., to review the Third Cavalry; 
placed wreaths at the tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier and at the Cana- 
dian Cross in Arlington National 
Cemetery, and lunched with Secre- 
tary Hull at the Sulgrave Club. 

Can't Discuss Politics. 

He told the correspondents he 
could not discuss politics or inter- 
national affairs. 

With seven medals on his chest, 
below white epaulets, and a bright 
sword dangling from his belt, 
Tweedsmuir apologized for his re- 
galia. He said it was not his “nor- 
mal garb.”

ST, CHARLES HIGHWAY BRIDGE 
TO BE CLOSED FOR REPAIRS 


Traffic Will be Routed Over New 
Span at Willow Springs 
Beginning June 1. 

The State-owned bridge which 
carries U. S. Highway 40 across the 
Missouri River at St. Charles will 
be closed for repairs for from two 
to four months beginning June 1, 
the State Highway Department in- 
formed Guy C. Motley, chairman 
of the St. Charles Highway and 
Bridge Committee today. 

While the bridge is closed, traf- 
fic to St. Charles will be routed 
over the new bridge at Willow 
Springs, St. Charles County, seven 
miles southwest of St. Charles, 
which will carry the new super- 
highway across the Missouri. That 
bridge is scheduled to be opened 
June 1, 

A new floor will be laid on the 
St. Charles bridge. The west ap- 
proach, which has been a bottle- 
neck causing traffic congestion, 
will be widened, and a new east 
approach will be built. Highway 
40 will be widened to four lanes 
from the east end of the bridge 
for a distance of three miles. 

The cost, estimated at $350,000, 
will be shared equally by the 
State and the Federal Bureau of 
Public Roads. 

William J. Kamp, operator of a 
ferry at Golden Eagle, III., obtained 
a license at Clayton yesterday to 
operate two ferry boats across the 
Missouri at St. Charles, presumably 
for the period the bridge will be 
closed. 


BIDS SUBMITTED FOR LINER 
TO REPLACE THE LEVIATHAN 


Low Offer of $15,455,000 and $14,- 
375,000 for Smaller Vessel; 
S Designs Submitted.

WASHINGTON, April 1. — The 
Newport News Shipbuilding and 
Dry Dock Co. of Newport. News 
submitted today the low bids for 
construction of a proposed cabin 
liner for the United States Lines 
Co. of New York. The new vessel 
would replace the Leviathan, which 
has been decommissioned. 

Bidding on alternate designs, the 
company offered to build the larger 
vessel, known as K Design,” for 
$15,455,000 and the smaller vessel 
for $14,375,000. 

The New York Shipbuilding Cor- 
poration of Camden, N. J., the only 
other company to bid, offered to 
build the smaller ship for $14,995,- 
000, but did not bid on the larger

The 
Newport News firm offered to build 
this special design for $14,560,000 
while the New York Co. asked $15,-

A hastily seribbed note found 
in a pocket of Arthur IL. Barron, 


he was employed as caretaker, dis- 
closed today that he planned to kill 
his wife, Opal, before he ended 
his own life with poison yesterday. 

He struck her on the head with 
a clawhammer when she went to 
the home, on the Fee Fee Ceme- 
tery grounds at Old St. Charles and 
Fee Fee roads to get her posses- 
sions after a night's absence.

A bill to establish minimum wages 
and standard working conditions 


tor women and for minors less than 


18 years of age, based on the Wash- 
ington State law declared constitu» 
tional Monday by the United States 
Supreme Court, was introduced in 
the House yesterday. 

The measure was offered by Rep- 


resentative Edgar J. Keating of 
Kansas City, who said he was in- 
troducing it at the request of rep- 
resentatives of organized labor in 
Missouri. It is sponsored also by 
29 other representatives. 

The bill makes it unlawful to em- 
ploy women or minors in any in- 
dustry within the State “under con- 
ditions of labor detrimental to their 
health and morals,” and “at wages 
which are not adequate for their 
maintenance.” 

If passed, the measure would cre- 
ate an Industrial Welfare Commis- 
sion, which would be empowered to 
inquire into and establish minimum 


ditions for such persons. In as- 
cé ng these facts, the commis- 
sion would have the authority to 
examine all books, records and pay- 
rolis of any firm or corporation 
hiring women and minors. 

If after an investigation the com- 
mission finds in any industry, trade 
or occupation that the wages are 
inadequate and working conditions 
are unsatisfactory, it is authorized 
to call a conference of representa- 
tives of the employers, workers and 
the public to consider the matter. 
The conference would be empow- 
ered to recommend minimum wages 
and standard working conditions in 
that industry, although the com- 
mission would not have to oon 
the recommendations. 

All questions of fact would de- 
termined by the commission and no 
appeal could be taken from its de- 
cisions. The right. to appeal or 
questions of law is granted. 
Violation of the minimum wages 
and standard working conditions es- 
tablished would be adjudged a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by a fine not 
to exceed $100 for each offense. 
The woman employes if paid less 
than the legal minimum wage 
would be entitled to recover by suit 
the balance owed them, notwith- 
agreement they 
might have made to work for 
smaller wages. 

While the time for filing House 
bills expired March 2, Keating ob- 
tained the consent of the House to 
introduce the measure. The con- 
sent was granted before the ‘title 
of the bill was read.

Convicted were Russell 
Griffith of Los Angeles, Charles M. 
Gane of Philadelphia, and Chester | Marqu 
E. Cernock of Milton, Mass. 
Judge Vincent IL. Liebell sen- 
tenced Griffith to two years on 
each of 16 counts, the sentences to 
run concurrently. Gane received 
concurrent sentences of six months 
on each of the 16 counts, and Cor- 
nock was given a suspended sen- 
tence of a year and a day and was 
placed on probation for two years. 
The corporation, now defunct, was 
fined $100 on each of the counts, 
the Judge remarking the sentence 
was “just an idle gesture.” The 
prosecutor charged the three ob- 
tained about $91,000 from stock- 
holders of Steinmetz Electrical 
Motor Corporation, ‘Continental Clay 
Corporation, Service Appliance 
Corporation, Commonwealth.

Spring appetites 
need stimulating—and spring menus 
call for “cures” much more pleasant 
than the specifics of old. And it 
generally falls to the lot of the 
springtime salad to provide the 
quickening touch to meals at this 
time of the year. 

<x Salads Perennial. 


‘Salads are hardy perennials. We 
could not do without them any 
month in the year. But especially 
do they delight our eyes and our 
palates during the springtime. Col- 
or, crispness, freshness—in tune 
with the rest of the early spring- 
time world—are the special virtues 
of the season’s best salads. 

The salad, as most of us under- 
stand it, is a crisp affair put to- 
gether in a wooden salad bowl and 
marinated with French dressing. 
For this type any spring greens will 
do. Lettuce, separated into leaves, 
chickory, even the tender young 
leaves of the dandelion and spinach 
go into this spring tonic. The in- 
gredients are dried carefully and 
placed in the refrigerator to crisp. 
A good French dressing is mixed, 
poured carefully over the contents 
of the salad bowl and the leaves are 
then moved about or lifted with two 
forks until they are coated with 
dressing. We have it on very good 
authority that the bowl with its 
contents is again placed in the re- 
frigerator for a last crisping lest 
the salad comes to the table in a 
limp and overwilted state. 

A good salad is possible with any 


ingredients that may be on hand. 


Left-over vegetables if they have 
been neither buttered nor creamed 
make a good vegetable salad. These 
vegetable salads are usually accom- 
panied by meyonnaise dressing 
though many prefer the French 
dressing marinade. 

If you like short cuts in meals 
you may prefer to combine your 
salad and dessert course by serv- 
ing a fruit salad. For a very 
elegant salad dessert try incorporat- 
ing a bit of unsweetened whipped 
cream with the mayonnaise. 

Pineapple Tuna Salad. 

One seven-ounce can tuna 

Two slices canned pineapple 

One solid head lettuce 

Mayonnaise and French dressing 

One-fourth cup chopped ripe 
olives 

Drain and flake tuna. Marinate 
in French dressing and chill one 
hour. Drain well. Add cubed pine- 
apple slices, olives and the chopped 
heart of the lettuce. Add mayon- 
naise to moisten. Serve on lettuce. 

Salad Supreme. 

One fresh pineapple 

Three oranges, peeled and free 
from membrane 

One pint fresh strawberries with 
hulls 

‘One head lettuce.

A flank steak is one of the most 
versatile cuts in the whole beef 


carcass, and that goes for the way 


it stretches to fit a big or little’ 


family, or a big or little pocket- 
‘book. 

Only a few people realize just 
how good flank steak can be. It 
has a fine true beef flavor; is juicy 
and tender when. well cooked and 
blends with the flavors of any 
vegetable you want to combine with 
it. The fiber, of course, run ‘the 


full length of the piece and if not 
handled properly may appear to be 
stringy. There are two ways to 
avoid this long fibrous texture in 
the finished product. Either have 
the steak scored lightly on both 
sides before cooking or cut it in 
narrow strips across the fibers. 

There are only two flank stakes 
to each carcass, weighing 1% -to 
1% pounds each. The butcher rare- 
ly sells less than a whole steak, 
which is just enough for four to 
five people. Since there is no bone 
or other waste in this cut every 
pound may be depended upon to 
serve three to four persons. For a 
larger group it is often advisable 
to use two flanks, sewing them to- 
gether at the sides and stuffing 
them like any pocketed meat. 

Add Suet. 

Because the meat is entirely 
lean it’s a good idea to incorpor- 
ate: some suet or salk pork with 
the flank steak. Cubes of fat, 
browned with the meat or added 
to the dressing are a good addi- 
tion and furnish the quality of 
‘juiciness which comes only from 
fat. 

One of the most attractive ways 
to prepare a flank is to make lit- 


tle individual filets from it, skew- 


ered with wooden skewers and 
cooked by braising with vegeta- 
bles or by broiling. Suet or salt 
pork is cut in a one-inch cylinder 
and placed in the center of the 
steak aleng its full length. The 
steak is rolled around the fat core, 
skewered at 1%-inch intervals and 
then cut between the skewers. 


Each little steak has meat out. 


side and a square of fat inside. 
Stuffing a flank is another pop- 
ular cookery method and extends 
the steak to serve one or two ex- 
tra persons. One steak may be 
split and stuffed; the dressing may 
be spread over the surface and 
rolled lengthwise, or the dressing 
may be placed in the center and 
the steak tied together around it. 
In this case strip the outsides with 
pieces of suet before baking to 
provide the fat for basting.

desired.

Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann car- 
ried his campaign, for re-election 
into the downtown and central 
wards last night, still calmly dis- 
cussing his record in office, and 
leaving to subordinate speakers in 
his behalf the task of speaking on 


issues raised by Oliver T. Remmers, 


his Republican opponent. 
His prepared speech, delivered 
over the radio between meetings, 


was devoted to the, record of the 
Department of Public Utilities, 
which, he said, had saved $2,646,018 
in the last four years as compared 
with the cost of operating the de- 
partment during the previous Re- 
publican administration. 

He recalled how Edward E. Wall, 
Director of Public Utilities, had 
been dismissed by Mayor Victor J. 
Miller, and then reappointed by the

It is not altogether clear why the

that they are easier to crack. Mur- 
ray street is an old-time neighbor- 
hood, and it may be that the safe 
crackers are old timers who have 
been driven back to work lately and 
who feel more at home in that dis- 
trict.

REPEAL DROVE a lot safe 
crackers back to work eral 
years ago. They had retired from 
safe cracking, and gone into boot- 
legging, in which the hours are 
much better, and the labor far 
lighter. Repeal ruined the boot- 
ing, and left most of the lads 
broke, so the more industrious 
oiled up the old “can openers,” 
and other safe-cracking tools, and 
started looking around for safes. 
Others who were perhaps congeni- 
tally lazy, refused to resume their 
old calling at once. They stepped 
into rackets of one kind and an- 
other that gave them a living 
without work. 

But here lately, a young limb 
of the law, by the name of Mr. 
Tom Dewey, has been making the 
racket fellows around New York 
mighty hard to catch. He has 
been convicting them like break- 
ing sticks, and every time he 
convicts them, the Judge throws 
the book at them, as the saying is.

THERE IS NO MORE arduous 
employment than safe cracking, 
though it is infinitely more respect- 
able than rackets. A safe cracker 
has to be out at all hours of the 
night, and constantly risks pneu- 
monia and chilblains from the in- 
clemencies of the weather. 

In the good old days, a safe 
cracker, then known as a “heavy 
man,” or a “peterman,” could crack 
a safe by the simple expedient of 
drilling a hole near the lock. Load- 
ing this hole with “soup” of nitro- 
glycerine and then touching it off. 
If it happened to be a small safe, 
it could: be loaded into a van, that 
had a door in the rear, and with 
this door closed, the boys could 
open the safe while taking a lei- 
surely ride in the van up Riverside 
drive, or over some other scenic 
highway. 

But nowadays, the safe manufac- 
turers have devised the craftiest 
locks and alarms imaginable, and 
the business of safe-cracking re- 
quires a variety of instruments, and 
a mechanical knowledge of high 
order. It really is quite a bother to 
crack a first-class safe in these 


times.

THE EMBARRASSMENTS of 
safe cracking are something that 
must deter a man of innate modesty 
from taking it up as a profession. 
A group of safe crackers were work- 
ing one night in a New York store 
on a safe that they had pushed from 
ite usual position near the street 
door to the rear of the room, leav- 
ing a big cardboard replica of the 
front elevation of the safe in the 
place where the safe had stood, 

An officer of the law, making his 
rounds, tried the front door, and 
it gave open just enough to create 
a strong draft, which blew the card- 
board over, leaving exposed to the 
gaze of the surprised officer, the 
safe-cracking gentlemen at their 
labors.

“Should Youth Be Subsidized 
for a Year, So It Can Find 
Itself?”

E’VE done it again—started 
more than we can finish. Hith- 
erto, such lapses haven’t par- 

ticularly cramped our style. But 

this particular problem is so far- 

reaching. 0 

Here's how it started: YOUNG 

AMERICA has been discussing 
some lively, current topic in this 
column. This has resulted in some 
red hot word rodeos, mostly center- 
ing around JOBS-—how, when and 
if an ambitious young person can 
connect with one. 


Reasonable and natural questions. 
You and I asked ‘em, too, when 
we were 17. Usually solved them 
by Delivering Groceries on Satur- 
days for Old Man Jones or 
minding Mrs. Higgins’ baby after 
school. 


But nowadays such simple solu- 
tions no longer exist. People, un- 
der the Machine Age, don’t live in 
neighborly little communities, doing 
friendly little chores. They're 
jammed, mostly, in vast, indifferent 
centers where no one gives a par- 
ticular hoot what happens to a 
dreaming -16-year-old girl a- 
rarin’-to-go 18-year-old boy. 

So, little by little, Uncle Sam has 
stepped into the picture—begun to 
look after the hopeless old folk, the 
helpless young ones, calling such 
service “SOCIAL SECURITY.” That 
ideal sounded so good to one 
YOUNG AMERICAN that she came 
forward with the following plan— 


“IF OLD PEOPLE NEED 80 
CIAL SECURITY AID, WHY NOT 
THE YOUNG ONES? Aren't we, 
whose lives haven’t yet begun, as 
worth saving as those whose lives 
are nearly over? 


“Here are millions of us, all over 
the country, crazy to work but with 
no job available. Without jobs we 
can’t marry—can’t make a place 
for ourselves in the world—can’t be 
of any use to ourselves or anyone 
else. é 


“But, even more than a job. most 
of us need to know what we're fitted 
to do. Need a chance to experi- 
ment with different kinds of work: 
for, chances are, we may spoil ev- 
erything by making the wrong start 
or waiting too long for the right 
one to show up. 

“But, generally speaking, our 
parents can’t afford to have us loaf- 
ing around after we graduate, try- 
ing our hands at this or that. SO 
HOW ABOUT FEDERAL AID FOR 
ALL YOUNG PEOPLE AFTER 
GRADUATION FROM HIGH 
SCHOOL OR COLLEGE, PRO- 
VIDED—OF COURSE — THAT 
THEY HAVE PROVED THEM- 
SELVES WILLING AND FIT? 


“I don’t mean a dole, nor real 
union wages. Just enough for one 
year, to keep us from starving 
while we are looking around, trying 
to discover what we can or can't 
do. Wouldn’t Federal subsidy like 
that when we are young—before 
we become industrial misfits, crim- 
inals or bums—be better than 
spending tax money for bread lines 
or jails when we are older?’ 


THEN, UP STEP THE SOCIAL 
SECURITY FOLK OF WASHING- 
TON, D. C., AND MAKE A REAL 
ISSUE OF IT BY BROADCAST- 
ING IT IN THEIR OFFICIAL 
PROGRAM—INVITING DISCUS- 
SION. 

So—are we or aren't we making 
history? And, if so, which side 
are you taking? That’s the Must 
Decide we're handing you today, 
and we really want an answer. 
For—no fooling—despite Bigger n 
Better Business Prospects, increas- 
ing millions of young people are 
still standing around jobless. Those 
dreams, adventures and experi- 
ments which were their fathers’ 
and mothers’ natura] heritage have 
been denied them. They are trapped 
in an industrial and social con- 
fusion which was not of their own 
making. Helpless, increasingly 
hopeless, they are America’s most 
pressing and pitiful problem.

A Former Missouri Boy Tells How to Win Peop 
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Influence People” (Simon and 
Schuster, publishers), passes on to 
the general public all the rules he 
has been preaching to the bigwigs 
of business for many years. 


“During my youth I argued with 
my brother about everything under 
the Milky Way,” says the author 
in that part of his book devoted to 
ways of winning people to your 
way of thinking. “When I went to 
college, I studied logic and argu- 
mentation, and went in for debat- 
ing contests. Talk about being from 
Missouri, I was born there. I had 
to be shown. Later, I taught debat- 
ing and argumentation in New 
York; and once, I am ashamed to 
admit, I planned to write a book 
on the subject, Since then, I have 
listened to, criticised, engaged in, 
and watched the effects of thou- 
sands of arguments. As a result 
of it all, I have come to the con- 
clusion that there is only one way 
under high heaven to get the best 
of an argument—and that is to 
avoid it. Avoid it as you would 
avoid rattlesnakes and  earth- 
quakes. 


“You can’t win an argument. You 
can’t because if you lose it, you lose 
it; and if you win it, you lose it. 
Why? Well, suppose you triumph 
over the other man and shoot his 
argument full of holes and prove 
that he is non compos mentis. 
Then what? You will feel fine. But 
what about him? Tou have made 
him feel inferior. You have hurt 
his pride. He will resent your tri- 
umph. And—A man convinced 


against his will is of the same 


opinion still.““ 


Carnegie points out, too, that 
“you can tell a man he is wrong by 
a look or an intonation or a ges- 
ture just as eloquently as you can 
in words,” and he thinks that tell- 
ing anybody they're off center is 
the best recipe in the world for 
making enemies. After all, he in- 
sists, there are very few people in 
this world whose batting average 
is high enough to take it upon 
themselves to tell anybody they’re 
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a million dollars a day, buy a yacht 
and marry a chorus girl. And if 
you can’t be sure of being right 
even 55 per cent of the time, why 
should you tell other people they 
are wrong?” 
* * * 
HE thing to do, says Carnegie, 
is approach the other guy with 
something .like, “Now look, I 
may be wrong but”—— and then 
proceed from there and if, in the 
end, you turn out to be the one 
who's wrong, his advice is admit 
it quickly and emphatically.” | 
The friendly approach is another 
point that Carnegie emphasizes in 
his outline of how to win people to 
your way of thinking. 


“If a man’s heart is rankling with 
discord and ill feeling toward you, 
you can’t win him to your way of 
thinking with all the logic in Chris- 
tendom,” he insists. “Scolding par- 
ents and domineering bosses and 
husbands and nagging wives ought 
to realize that people don’t want to 
change their minds. They can’t be 
forced or driven to agree with you 
or me, But they may possibly be 
led to, if we are gentle and friendly, 
ever so gentle and ever so friendly. 

“Lincoln said that, in effect, al- 
most a hundred years ago. Here 
are his words: 


“Tt is an old and true maxim 
“that a drop of honey catches more 
flies than a gallon of gall.” So with 
men, if you would win a man to 
your cause, first convince him that 
you are his sincere friend. Therein 
is a drop of honey that catches his 
heart; which, say what you will, is 
the great high road to his reason.“ 

Next Carnegie suggests the em- 
ployment of the “Socratic method” 
when you are trying to influence 
someone—that is, gathering an arm- 
ful of yesses out of the other fel- 
low before launching into your side 
of the argument. And, says Car- 
negie, if you can ask questions that 
your opponent must answer with 
“yes,” half the battle is won. You 
then have him in what is known as 
the “yes, yes” frame of mind and 
he will be apt to agree with most 
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anything you contend. 

“Socrates, ‘the gadfly of Athens,’ 
was a brilliant old boy in spite of 
the “ict that he went barefooted 
and married a girl of 19 when he 
was baldheaded and 40,” writes the 
author in describing the “Socratic 
method.” “He did something that 
only a handful of men in all history 
have been able to do; he sharply 
changed the whole course of human 
thought; and now, 23 centuries after 
his death, he is honored as one of 
the wisest persuaders who ever in- 
fluenced this wrangling world. 


“His method? Did he tell people 
they were wrong? Oh, no, not 
Socrates. He was far too adroit 
for that. His whole technique, now 
called the ‘Socratic method,’ was 
based upon getting a ‘yes, yes’ re- 
sponse. He asked questions with 
which his opponent would have to 
agree. He kept on winning one ad- 
mission after the other and he kept 
on asking questions until finally, 
almost without realizing it, his op- 
ponent found himself embracing a 
conclusion that he would have bit- 
terly denied a few minutes pre- 
viously.”

Another of Carnegie’s rules for 
winning people to your way of 
thinking is: Let the other man do a 
great deal of the talking. None of 
us, he points out, has much to brag 
about, 

“We ought to be modest,” he says, 
“for neither you nor I amount to 
much. Both of us will pass on and 
be completely forgotten a century 
from now. Life is too short to bore 
other people with talk of our petty 
accomplishments. Let’s encourage 
them to talk instead. Come to think 
about it, you haven’t much to brag 
about anyhow. Do you know what 
keeps you from becoming an idiot? 


other of Carnegie’s rules. He in- 
sists that you can soften the most 
cantankerous old cuss alive by say- 
ing, “I don’t blame you one iota 
for feeling as you do. If I were 
you, I should undoubtedly feel just 
as you do.” And, says the author, 
none of us deserves much credit for 
what we are—a thought to keep in 
mind when you're blaming some- 
body for not seeing eye to eye with 
you. 


“The only reason, for example, 
that you are not a rattlesnake is 
that your mother and fatber weren't 
rattlesnakes,” Carnegie points out. 
“The only reason you don’t kiss 
cows and consider snakes holy is 
because you weren’t born in a 
Hindu family on the banks of the 
Brahmaputra. 


“You deserve very little credit 
for being what you are—and re- 
member, the man who comes to you 
irritated, bigoted, unreasoning, de- 
serves very little discredit for be- 
ing what he is. Feel sorry for the 
poor devil. Pity him. Sympathize 
with him. Say to yourself what 
John Wesley used to say when he 
saw a drunken bum staggering 
down the street: ‘There, but for the

Soon after the epoch-making 
work of Voit and Pettenkofer. on 
the role of the different foodstuffs 
in nutrition (the date was. about- 
1880), physiologists began to work 
with the idea of making a concen- - 
trated diet. -This would furnish the 
food elements in pure chemical 
form, with the result that a per- 
son could carry his full day’s ra- 
tions around in a small bottle; take 
one capsule for breakfast, two for . 
lunch and three for dinner. Why 
they thought this was a desirable 
state of affairs to achieve, I am 
sure I don’t know. But it is with 
happiness that I am able ot report 
that.in 1888 Lunin, at Basle, Switz- 
erland, published the report of a 
failure. Mice could not live on @ 
synthetic diet with purified fat, pro- 
tein, carbohydrate, salts and water. 
The addition of 2 c. c. of milk daily 
saved their lives. 


The substance in fresh food were 
called vitamins. Vitamin A, which 
is growth-promoting and protection 
against infection, is found in fat 
foods and cod liver oil. As early 
as 1848 “A Treatise on Cod Liver 
Oil” published in Edinburgh, de- 
scribed how a peculiar type of in- 
flammation and infection of the 
eyes could be cured with cod liver 
oil. 

Cod liver oil still is a good spring 
tonic.
